There will alxvuya be a-demand foi 


oaks, and while it may kecm like a 
long time to raise these from acorns, 
nurserymen xxhu have the f.uihtie.s for 
stud beds, s-hould prepuro und plant 
them xvith seed that xvili produce trees 
and have the seedHnss coming ulonj;. 
Kcd, scarlet, pink and black, we no- 
tlce, uppunr very fruitful, and they are 
s,pecieb for which there is ulxvays a 
demand. 


Scarlet oaks sre now scarce In nur- 


series. 
The laurel leaf, \x-illo\v leaf, 


8\vainp xvhite and mossy cup should 
also appear In catalogues, although 
there Is loss demand for them thun 
the oncB noted aboxx-. The fact that 
there Is not much demand for tin- 
white oak, we believe, is due to the 
feeling that It groxx-s too sloxvly and 
nurserymen therefore do not grow It 
as eitfcnslvely as the others. If stock 
were available we do not think that It 
xvould be difficult to create a demand 
for It. 


While many acorns need not be soxvn 


Immediately, It may be well to call at- 
tention to the habits of those of tho 
white and rock chestnut oa;;s. These 
sprout soon after falling and should 
therefore be sown at once for bust r«*- 
•ults. The others may be placed In 
sand, where they xvlll not dry out, and 
soxvn Just before frost or xvlnter sets 
In. Sow In beds about three'feet wide 
nnd if your ground is of cluy cox or thi; 
acorns xvith sand to avoid "baklnp," 
which interferes with the groxvth of 
the sprouts.
